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•' UA Meet Is Out Of This

I "It is almost in¬ 
comprehensible that earth is 
the only place there is life," 
Frank B. Salisbury, ex¬ 
obiologist from Utah State 
University, said here yester¬ 
day. 

Salisbury was one of six 
speakers at the opening session 
of a three-day UFO sym¬ 
posium, held at the University 
of Arizona, and sponsored by 
the Aerial Phenomena De- 
search Organization and the 
UA student chapter of the 
American Institute of Aeronau¬ 
tics and Astronautics. 

.Salisbury said there are i 
hundreds of millions of planets | 
in the universe, "There is tie- | 
mendous possibility for life 
even in pur galaxy. There a'° 1 
more than 50 habitable planets j 
100 light years from earth. 

“There is precedent for life 
there — and it could be ad¬ 
vanced enough to visit earth. 
We couldn't possibly know for’ 
certain, there's not enough in- j 
formation." 

Salisbury is known for his 
work on Martian biology. He 
said ‘‘life can exist with condi¬ 
tions extremely different from 
earth." He said he has been 
plants grown in sand, and fro¬ 
zen 20 degrees below zero ev¬ 
ery night in the absence of ox¬ 
ygen. 

He said fully formed flowers 
can thrive under snow: and al¬ 
gae grows under sandstone. 
Scientists have grown life 
forms in gasoline, oil, salt, he 
said. "We have seen very 


strange situations where life 
exists." 

He said there is near-con¬ 
clusive evidence that no in¬ 
telligent life exists on Mars. 
Photographs, taken close 
enough so that freeways, land¬ 
ing strips and farms would 
show up on earth, yielded 
nothing. "Finding intelligent j 
life there now is extremely un- j 
likely," he said. 

Saiibury was followed on the j 
program by John C. Munday, | 
a biophysicist at the Univer- i 
sily of Toronto, lie reported | 
two specific cases of UFO sit- j 
ings — and the reactions of [ 
the witnesses. 

The first was in Colombia 
in 1DH9. Six children and seven 
adults — ranging in age from 
in to 70 — witnessed a UFO I 
\rom ihe porch of their farm 
house. The UFO was reported 
some 5<| njelets away from the 
porch. One man approached 
the luminous orange craft, 
and Inter reported it contained 
a humanoid. The craft rose 
and departed, Munday report¬ 
ed. 

Two days later he became 
I sick, eight days later he died. 

I He had all the symptoms of 
j gastro enteritis. "He might 
have died from the effects of 
radiation. Lethal radiation 
syndrome takes about one 
week for death. The symp- 
i toms in the UFO witness par¬ 
alleled those of radioactiyely- 
exposed patients.” he said. 

Sufficient tests were not 
made at the time because the 
family did not report the 
sighting until after the man 
had died. 

The second case Munday re¬ 
ported involved a single-per- 
son sighting at about 4:30 
a.m., also in a rural setting. 
The woman reported seeing 
an orange craft. By the time 
her husband came to look, he 
saw only a star. However, for 
the next two months Hie wom¬ 
an experienced severe cycle* 


of skin reddening, drying and | 
peeling, only where her s:<in j 
had been exposed the night of j 
the sighting. 

She said she felt no heal, 
Munday said, which ruled out 
many radioactive 

wavelengths. "Most likely, it 
was a short-wave ultra-violet 
length much like the one that 1

enne Mountain, Colo., and 
several other military in¬ 
stallations. 

“Man, there's no ques¬ 
tion we heard it.” Eck¬ 
hardt said today. “Just ex¬ 
actly what it was, we’re 
not really sure.” 

Eckhardt says the mys¬ 
terious series of events be¬ 


gan about 8:45 p.m. 
Wednesday when his wife 
was talking with her moth¬ 
er, Mrs. Parker. 

the two women called 
their husbands to hear the 
unusual interference and 
Eckhardt's subsequent in¬ 
quiries to the phone com¬ 
pany and to the news me¬ 
dia have prompted investi¬ 
gation of the incident. 

Mrs. Parker remembers 


that their conversation 
was suddenly interrupted 
by a voice saying: “This is 
NORAD. Tinker line two. 
Red alert.” 

Mrs. Parker said the 
NORAD headquarters ap¬ 
parently was having trou¬ 
ble reaching Tinker Air 
Force Base and after a 
few minutes she and her 
daughter agreed to hang 
up. figuring that they were 


possibly the cause of the 
interference. 

“We picked up the phone 
about live minutes after 
that and they were still on 
the line,” Mrs. Parker 
said. 

"They evidently were 
alerting a number'of Air 
Force bases.” she recalls.

One of The Gezette’i faithful 
readers has sent in a recent copy 
of the Minneapolis, Kan.^ Me*, 
singer. (Minneapolis is a »itt*l! 
town north of Salina.) The biggest 
headline on the front page of the 
paper reads, ’UFO le aves evidence 
of its visit neaT’DeTphos.” 

The story starts out: "Mystery 
continues to hover over the sight¬ 
ing of an unidentified flying ob¬ 
ject on the Durel Johnson farm 
near Delphos last week. Ronnie 
Johnson . . , and his pet dog were 
taking care of a flock of sheep 
at about 7 p.m. when a brilliant 
light with a rumbling sound took 
off into the air from among 
trees of a shelterbelt behind a 
hog house near the $http pen. 
As the object moved upward it 
made a sound similar to a jet 
engine, the youth said. Ronnie ran 


to the house and called hi* p*r- 
*nts. They w*r* able to see the 
liflhc in tht iky, moving to th* 

I south. They investigated the area 
where Ronnie had seen the object, 
and found a ring Of earth approxi¬ 
mately eight f*er across. The ring 
had a fluorescent glow. Mrs. 
Johnson took a picture of the 
area immediately.” 

Sure enough, there at the top 
of the front page of the Min. 
neapoli* Messenger, a photograph 
showed a large hare spot with 
a "light colored ring of soil” 
where the u. F. O. was seen. 
(The picture in the Messenger, 
i it turns out, was taken hy the 
Ottawa County Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment.) 

Said sheriff Ralph Fnlow, "The 
ring was more than a foot wide 
and extended about a foot deep 
into the ground. The surround¬ 
ing area wa* still muddy from 
recent rains, hut the ring was 
extremely dry, as if something 
had sucked all the moisture from 
ir.” Soil samples taken from the 
dirt ring showed no trace of 
radioactivity, the sheriff said.

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Delphos sighting still a puzzle

DELPHOS — Bundled against the weath¬ 
er, 15-year-old Ronald Johnson was putting a 
roof on a small stock shed Friday after¬ 
noon. 

When finished, the shed will provide some 
extra protection for Johnson’s sheep, 
due to have lambs anytime. A couple al¬ 
ready have been horn. 

Less that 50 yards away from the shed 
was an area of scrub trees where young 
Johnson saw something that startled him 
earlier in the week. 

Ronald, son of Mr. and Mrs. Dural John¬ 
son. rural P'dphos, was doing his evening 
chores in the early dark. He heard a rumble 
as he approached the back side of the barn. 
About 50 yards away, he saw something 
‘‘really bright-like a welder”. 

The “thing” whistled like a jet plane and 
rose rapidly into the sky, he said. Ronald ran 
into the house to summon his parents and 
they watched the “thing” in the sky. 

Since Tuesday, law enforcement officials 
and personnel from the Concordia weather 
bureau office have visited the area behind a 
small shed to check for possible indications 
of what the “tiling” might, have been, 

Ronald's estimations that the "tiling” was 
some R feet in diameter and perhaps 10 feet 
tall could be accurate since the area it re¬ 
portedly left is no more than 15 feet across. 

As it left, a dead Chinese elm tree was 
toppled near the shed. 


Ronald says the “thing” left behind a 
phosporesccnt ring on the ground and one 
picture of the ring is now at the Ottawa 
county sheriff's office while officials study 
the case. 

An official in the sheriff’s office said the 
picture clearly shows a ring on the ground. 
The office also reported one other sighting 
of an object heading north near Minneapolis 
on the same night. A Minneapolis resident 
reported that. 

One tree still glows in spots at night, ac¬ 
cording to Ronald, but the ring on the ground 
has almost stopped glowing. The area, how¬ 
ever. has been trampled by officials. 

At least one other tree in the area has 
some twigs and limbs broken off and still 
glows in the dark, according to Ronald. 

The green tree has small limbs which can 
be broken off at the snap of the wrist, as if, 
they were dead. 

Ronald can't say for sure if the “tiling” 
was ever on tlie ground. No indentation of 
any kind was left irvtlie area. 

The small area would rule out a helicopter 
or airplane. 

Ronald said a trip he made into Delphos 
Inter found n lot of non believers hut after 
further discussion a couple of other Delphos 
area residenls indicated they had thought 
they had seen similiar sights in the area. 
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Delphos - Reports of the 
sighting of an Unidentified 
Flying Object have circulated 


in DctplloK. 

Whatever it was that young 
Ronald Johnson saw on his 
parents’ farm 1-3/4 miles 
northeast of Delphos, it re¬ 
portedly left behind a glowing 
phosphorescent ring on the 
ground. 

Ronald, 15, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Dural Johnson, accord¬ 
ing to reports saw a bright 
object in shrub area as he 
was doing chores in the early 
darkness. Roger Billings, , 
Delphos banker, said Ronald 
reported tbe glowing object 
left rapidly and with a noise 
like an automobile. Billings 
said a phosphorescent' ring j 
was left on tho ground and 
reportedly was photograph' d, i 
' lie said Ronald eslimah d lie 
I was within 50 yards of the 
' object.

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Local Family Is ' 
Chased by UFO 


A Tunkhannock area family 
held new-found respect for 
unidentified flying objects 
following a harrowing ex¬ 
perience Sunday evening. 

The family made an early- 
ovening trip to the Beaumont 
area, where the weird goings-on 
began. As they drove up a 
wooded mountainside, they saw 
a bright light in,the direction of 
a vacant house owned by 
members of. the family. 
“Through the woods,” they 
said, ’"it looked like the house 
was all lighted up.” 

As the family reached the 
house, all seemed normal. They 
went inside to search for some 
belongings, Ihe search being 
delayed bv unexplained trouble 
jn the electrical system of the 
dwelling . 

When they came out of the 
house to return home, they saw 
the same bright light they had 
noticed earlier, now seeming to 
hover over their car. It was 
described as “very bright, with 
one distinct ray shining down 
toward the ground.” 

Noticing that Ihe light seemed 
to follow Ihe car. Ihe driver 
slopped several limes on the 1 
wav back lo Tunkhannock. 
Knelt lime he stopped the light 
would stop, loo, continuing to 
hover near the car. 

When the family arrived

home, near Dixon, the .light was 
there. The lady of the household 
said, “It lighted up the whole 
mountainside behind the house. 
It was so bright you could see 
Ihe snow through the trees.” 

Later in the evening two cars 
belonging to the family traveled 
to the Charmin plant near 
Mehoopany. The car driven on 
Ihe trip to Beaumont was left in 
Ihe parking lot there for a 
Charmin employee in the 
family to drive home. 

Until thjs time, the strange 
light had followed only that 
car. But when the car was left 
behind, the light followed the 
second auto back to Dixon, 
and then to the nearby Ldtt’s 
Trailer Court. 

The light was reportedly seen 
above the trailer court several 
limes before it finally disap¬ 
peared about midnight. 

At one point, other family 
members contacted by phone 
expressed skepticism. So the 
car which the light had been 
following was driven to the 
relatives’ home, where the 
disbelievers were also given a 
look at Ihe UFO. 

The family has no idea what 
Ihe light may have been, where 
it came from, or where it went. 
But the mother of the family 
made it known that “We’re not 
going over to that mountain at 
Beaumont after dark any 
more!”

The clam of three Santa 
Ana hunters that they saw a 
flying saucer lari on a rug¬ 
ged plateau in the Lucerne 
Valley arc its mysterious oc¬ 
cupant emerge to explore a 
portion of tie Mojave Desert 
is being probed ?y the Nation¬ 
al Investigation Committee oa 
Ae rial Phe rtmena NIC.A?', 
a spoxesnan for the organiza¬ 
tion said Saturday. 

“We're right in the middle 
of the investigation at this 
point, so I can't really make a 
statement about how valid the 
righting is." Mrs. Idabel Ep¬ 
person, chairman of the Los 
Angeles branch of NICAP, 


said in a telephone interview. 
“I will say, though, that the 
three men who reported it 
seem pretty firm in their be¬ 
lief that they actually wit¬ 
nessed the landing and saw 
someone or something leave 
the space vehicle.” 

The incident occurred on a 
hunting trip in the Lucerne 
Valley last month, Mrs. Ep¬ 
person added. 

In an exclusive interview 
with The Register, the three 
men. who prefer to remain 
anonymous because they fear 
ridicule, told their story. 

“It sounds crazy, I know,” 
one of the three said. “And if 
I hadn’t seen it myself, I 
wouldn’t believe the story. I 


never even thought about 
flying sacuers before. Now 
I’m a believer.” 

His hunting partners nodded 
in assent. 

“It was a Saturday—Nov. 
13 — and we had been hunting 
all day,” the second man 
said. “It was getting dark and 
we decided to set up our 
camp just below a ridge in 
the valley.” 

The third hunter interrupt¬ 
ed: “That’s when we saw the 
first saucer. It came out of 
nowhere and was hovering 
over the San Bernardino 
Mountains. It was the bright¬ 
est thing I’ve ever seen and 
about the size of a car.” 

All three men agreed that 


the UFO was disc-shaped and 
disappeared after a few mo¬ 
ments. 

“Then we saw another 
one,” the first hunter said. 

Mystified by the objects, 
the three men climbed a ridge 
near their campsite to get a 
better view of the valley. 

After approximately 10 min¬ 
utes on the ridge, the Santa 
Ana men said they saw a 
self-luminous, football-shaped 
object dropping from the sky. 

“It descended very smooth¬ 
ly to mountain-top level,” one 
of the men recalled, “contin¬ 
ued down the contour of the 
mountainside, across the des¬ 


ert floor and finally settled 
oii a small plateau. 

“The next thing we knew, 
something got out of the craft 
and started scanning the 
area,” said another of the 
hunters. “It wasn’t walking 
on the ground like a human, 
but was gliding above the 
brush.” 

The first hunter picked up 
the thread of the story. 

“It seemed like only a few 
minutes, but already the thing 
was almost up to the hill we 
were on,” he said. “At this 
point we wanted to signal it 
with a flashlight, but we were 
scared and began running in 
the opposite direction toward 
camp.” 


Sitting with their guns 
pointed at the ridge, the three 
men waited. 

“Within a few seconds we 
heard branches crackling, but 
didn't see anything. All of a 
sudden there were two unin¬ 
telligible cries — at least they 
were unintelligible to us.” 

The hunters spent the night 
huddled in their sleeping 
bags. 

“At sunrise, we started to 
hike where we thought the 
saucer had landed,” one of the 
men continued. “About 30 
minutes later, after searching 
two plateaus, we found some¬ 
thing. There were five round 
impressions in the ground. 


Three of them formed a trian¬ 


gle. The other two were to¬ 
gether, 10 feet off to thi 
side.” 

The three believed the im¬ 
pressions were made by the 
saucer when it landed. 

“It’s bizarre, but it's true,” 
said the first hunter. 

The hunters have returned 


to the plateau twice, once 
with NICAP investigators. 

“It’ll be some time befor 
we conclude our investigate 
of the sighting.” Mrs. Epper¬ 
son said. “But if the reports 
we have are accurate, it may 
become a classic example 
that flying saucers do exist.”

CAVETOWN — Several 
residents of the Cavetown 
area have reported seeing an 
unidentified flying objects 
(UFO) over the Holiday Acres 
subdivision several times in 
the past two weeks.

For a while, Armintta Ray- 
pole must have thought the 
sky was falling at her farm 
home two miles north of Ill.

Thursday and about a 
half hour later more pieces of 
unidentified material fell from 
the sky striking her car and 
landing in a nearby cornfield.

There were no sensational reports of alien 
spaceship sightings or persons claiming con¬ 
tact with someone from another planet at 
yesterday’s symposium on Unidentified Flying 
Objects (UFOs). 

Instead, a small group of scientists from all 
parts of the country gathered at the University 
of Arizona Gallagher Theater for what was de- 
I scribed as “a pioneering event” aimed at get- 
' ting some scientific organization for what is 
known about UFO phenomena. 

•The conference, which ends today, is being 
sponsored by the UA student Chapter of the 
American Institute of Aeronautics and Astro¬ 
nautics and the Aerial Phenomena Research 
Organization. Inc., a Tucson-based company 
which investigates UFO reports. 


The thirteen scientists scheduled to take 
part in the symposium are affiliated with 
various universities and laboratories as well as 
consultants to the institute. 

“The trouble with UFOology”, said Dr. 
Frank Salisbury from Utah State University, 
“is there is a great deal of opportunity for 
speculation and minute opportunity for scien¬ 
tific investigation." 

The latter was brought out during the morn¬ 
ing session on biological sciences that exploied 
man’s limited knowledge about the possibility 
of life in other parts of the universe; the diffi¬ 
culty in validating UFO reports; and the possi¬ 
bility that UFO sightings are connected with 
an altered state of consciousness. 

Dr. R. Leo Sprinkle, psychologist from the 
* University of Wyoming, opened the afternoon 


session on the social sciences with statistics 
gathered from various polls and surveys ab"ut 
people who report UFO phenomena. 

He said that “evidence shows that kooks 
are not the primary source of sightings” and 
gave the following conclusions drawn from the 
statistics: 

_The younger and better educated female 

is more likely to believe UFO’s are real than 
an older, and less educated male, 

—Most UFO reporters do not exhibit psy¬ 
chopathic characteristics, 

—About four million people in the U.S. 
claim UFO sightings, 

—About 90 per cent of all sightings are not 
reported.

Terse notation* entered on a 
polico log through the dark 
hours from 3:30 to 5:30 o'clock 
Monday morning tell a story of 
suspense and mystery as far- 
flung efforts wero made to Iden¬ 
tify bright red lights visible In 
the sky north of Priest River, 
The leg was kept by Police Of¬ 
ficer Donald Nelson, whose be¬ 
ginning doubts as to the reli¬ 
ability of his own eyesight were 
relieved by corroborating testi¬ 
mony from Bonners Ferry. 

This early-morning drama be¬ 
gan with a report at 3:30 from 
Hank White of Priest River, 
who told Nelscn that he had 
seen lighted cbjccts in the sky 
as he drove toward town on 
‘Highway 57 just north of Lin¬ 
tons. He said the objects were 
bright red and moving around, 
with on« appearing to bo sta¬ 
tionary on top of a mountain in 
the area nerthcasf of Sand- 
point.

Evidence of ]jfp beyond Earth 
Js accumulating at a rapid pace, 
a group of scientists has told 
the 1071 Pacific Conference on 
Chemistry a n d .Spectroscopy 
meeting at the Disneyland Ilo-i 
tel. 

Extraterrestrial amino acids 
have 'been found in a meteorite 
which fell near Murchison, Aus¬ 
tralia. Dr. Peter Moulton of the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration’s Ames Re¬ 
search Center described the 
■■non portein” amino acids 
found -by a team led by Dr. Cy¬ 
ril Ponnamperuma. 

They are not of terrestrial 
origin and may be billions of 
years old,” Dr, Moulton said 
The meteorite fell April 28, 1969,1 
and inner portions of it were ex-1 
amined by gas chromatography! 
and mass spectrometry. 

Dr. Fred M. Johnson of Cali¬ 
fornia State College at Fullerton 
described finding molecules of 
porphyrins-which form a basis 
of chlorophyll and hemin- 
throngh the Milky Way galaxy. 

, nr Johnson’s work is part of 
a 30-year search to identify 1 
chemicals in interstellar dust. I 
An 18-year spectroscopic search! 
led to the study of the group of 1 
porphyrins. 

Dr. George Preston of Califor¬ 
nia Institute of. Technology’s 
Hale Observatories described 
surface characteristics of stars 
with intense magnetic fields. 
His study has led him to chal¬ 
lenge statements, about a defi-| 
nite “cosmic abundance” of ele¬ 
ments. Dr. Preston reported 
finding overabundances of some 
elements and underabundances 
of others, which seem to belie 
the standard statements of rela¬ 
tive abundances of elements 
throughout the universe. 

Dr. Guido Munch of Caltech 
reported on recent studies of Ju¬ 
piter in connection with the two 
Pioneer spacecraft which will 
probe the planet for the first 
time. 

Dr. Munch’s experiment 
aboard Pioneer F, to be 
launched Inward Jupiter early 
ne\t year, la the. Infrared tlier- 
nial structure probe.

While on a location assign¬ 
ment in Enstone, England, 
last month, a television crew 
from the independent ATV 
network spotted a round 
orange and yellow object 
spinning in the sky. An alert 
cameraman pointed his lens 1 




up in time to film part of its 
flight. 

This Is the kind of 
documentation that could 
make unidentified flying ob¬ 
jects “respectable,” com¬ 
ments Dr. Richard C. Henry, 
assistant professor of physics 
at Johns Honkins University 
and consultant to the Navy on 
X-ray and ultra-violet astron¬ 
omy, who will he one of the 
speakers at a UFO symposium 
to open tomorrow at the 
University of Arizona under 
the auspices of the Aerial 
Phenomena R cscarch 
Organization. 


“Up to now we’ve had only 
still pictures as evidence,” he 
says, “and what adds to the 
credibility of the recent sight¬ 
ing in England is that the ob¬ 
ject was seen first-hand not 
only by the TV crew but by 
others in the Enstone area as 
well as by people in Birm¬ 
ingham. 

“When you have a per¬ 
manent record, a group of un¬ 
connected witnesses and the 
object is more complex than 
just strange lights in the sky, 
you then have something to go 
on.” 

Though not yet a believer in 
UFO’s, the 31-year-old astro¬ 
physicist is curious enough to 
want to find out whether or 
not there is a rational ex¬ 
planation in terms of an extra¬ 
terrestial hypothesis. 

If UFO’s are for real, Dr. 
Henry thinks they would have 
to originate on the stars rather 
than within the solar system, 
which offers no signs of life 
capable of producing them. 

"There is a general feeling 
among scientists but no proof 
that there are more planets 
than we know about.” he adds, 
“and a general feeling but no 
proof that life might exist on 
these planets. 

"No one knows how long 
civilizations Inst. Ours is 
younger than II, non years. Out 
in space there may be much 
older civilizations — anywhere 
from u million to a billion 


.years — that presumably 
would have a very advanced 
technology. 

"The big question, assuming 
that such civilizations exist 
and are in fact the source of 
UFO’s,, is why they would 
make all the effort to come so 
far and then not contact us 
once they’re here. 
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Dr. Henry notes that star to 
earth travel and vice versa is 
a grim undertaking. 

"It took three months for 
Mariner 9 to reach Mars,” be 
points out, “and even going at 
the fastest velocity physically 
possible — the speed of light 
— it would take four years to 
reach the nearest star, Alpha 
Centauri. 

"Getting to Alpha Centauri 
will be about ten times ns dif¬ 
ficult ns anything we’ve yet 
attempted in space. If we’re 7 
lucky, we might do it by thp' 
middle of the next century. / 
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NEW YORK —Two Colum¬ 
bia University scientists have 
created amino acids — the- 
basic building (docks of life — 
in a laboratory without water 
and using only substances 
known to exist in outer space. 

Their findings were an¬ 
nounced Wednesday by the 
university and also reported 
in a British scientific journal, 
Nature. 

The scientists are Swedish- 
born Gocsta Wollin and David 
B. Ericson of Columbia’s 
Lamont-Doherty geological ob¬ 
servatory. 


, “The absence of water in 
our experiments strongly sug¬ 
gests that compounds which 
play an important role in the 
origin ox life may form in in¬ 
terstellar space and that such 
compounds as amino acids 
may form on the tnoon,” they 
said. 

Wollin and Ericson mixed 
three gases — ammonia, 
methanol and formic acid — 
which have all been detected 
in interstellar space. They 
took every precaution against 
inadvertently introducing 
water into their experiments. 

The mixture of three gases 


— as gases, Wollin stressed — 
produced a colorless liquid 
which was then exposed to ul¬ 
traviolet light from a sun 
lamp. Such ultraviolet radia¬ 
tion exists constantly in 
space. 

After 25 days, amino acids 
formed, , including aspartic 
acid, glutamic acid, proline, 
glycine, alanine and valine. 
All of these are found in living 
cells. 

Although amino acids were 
first created in the laboratory 
in the early 1950s, water has 
always been used in such ex¬ 
periments until now.

(Review) 
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This week Christians the 
world over are celebrating the 
beginnings of their faith. That 
long-ago event, surrounded in 
mystery, was signaled by a 
great light in the Middle Eastern 
skies. 

In the Valley, some are 
pondering other mysteries. Al¬ 
though not religious - and no- 
one has presumed to compare 
them with,that earlier, time — 
these, too, are signaledby lights 
in the sky. 

Beginning lns,t summer, a 
Toppenish man began to see 
things which puzzled him. Ashe 
told his story, others began to 
unfold stories of their own, 
stories unshared because they 
were unexplainable. 

Put together, the tales add 
the Yakima Valley to thatgrow- 
ing list of places reporting 
moving objects in the sky which 
no one has identified. 

“There are those who would 
not believe there were such 
things as 'flying saucers’ if one 
landed in their back yard,” Bill 
Vogel of Toppenish said. 

“And then we have those who 
see a 'flying saucer’ every time 
a high-flying or crop-dusting 
aircraft passes. Somewhere in 
between these two extremes 
must lie the answer to these 
strange things , . 

Vogel’s interest'began on Aug. 
27 of this year when he saw 
a "large, bright, tear-drop 
shaped object” in the sky above 
him when he was heading toward 
Satus Pass on Highway 97 about 
1:30 a.m. Vogel, fire control 
officer, was checking for fires. 

lie described the object as 
light tan and almost fluores¬ 
cent around the edges. Observ¬ 
ing it through binoculars, he 
coidd see a tail at the pointed 
end which appeared segmented 
In colors of red, blue and 
green. 

As he began to photograph 
the object lie could see that It 
wan slowly moving from north 
to south, “although tho pro- t 
vailing upper winds were from/ 
the southwest.” 

By triangulating,. Vogel de¬ 
termined the object to be about 
8501) feet above the ground. 

After examining the photo- | 
graphs taken that night, scien¬ 
tists at Grizzle Observatory in 
Wenatchee could offer no ex¬ 
planation. They did say the 
object was not stellar. The 
National Weather Service could 
offer no explanation either, ex¬ 
cept (hat It was not a weather 
balloon. 

That August night furnished 
another mystery. 

Before sighting the object, 
Vogel had slopped on the high- I 
way to talk with two agency | 
law and order officers whir Were 
looking for a vehicle whose 
lights they had observed off (he 
roadway. They could not find 
anything. When they returned 
by daylight, they found no roads, 
only a rough boulder-strewn, 

. impassable area where the 
I lights had been. 


Sept. 3, Vogel saw a 
similar object “about over 
White Swan” when he was re¬ 
turning from Yakima at 
1:30 a.m. Again he photograph¬ 
ed it. It was moving north to 
south, toward Toppenish Bidge. 
This time the object appeared 
to have several horn-like pro¬ 
trusions. 

Telling of these two sightings, 
Vogel began to hear others’ 
stories. 

On August 28, several fire 
fighters on a ridgetop in tho 
Satus Pass area observed an 
object emitting a bright white 
light descending behind a ridge 
and into a canyon some dis¬ 
tance away. The canyon was 
brightly lighted as it entered. 
There were no helicopters in 
the area at that time, Vogel 
said. 

And on Oct. 8, fire crews 
again saw an object over Top- 
ponish ltidge, at an estimated 
altitude of 7,000 to 8,000 feet 
or lower. “It was rapidly chang¬ 
ing color from white to green 
to red to blue and back again 
to white,” they reported. 

Time exposure photos of this 
object show it moving in a 
course resembling the shape 
of a boomerang, Vogel said. 

Another evening last summer, 
just about dusk several wit¬ 
nesses reported a bright light 
approaching from the lower 
Valley which slowly descended 
to within several hundred feet 
of the ground near the inter¬ 
section of LaRue and Case 
Roads. It was described as 
cigar-shaped with a bright light 
at each end, about the length 
of three railroad boxcars. It 
was visible on radar. 

None of the objects described 
emitted any noise or sound, 
Vogel said., 

Others have reported unex¬ 
plainable sightings, but the 
strangest reports came from 
some reservation fire lookouts. 
When others began to report 


sightings, they admitted that 
such activity was not unusual 
and they had observed such 
sights for several years. 

“Many are reluctant to talk 
about what they have seen for 
fear people will question their 
mental well-being.” Vogel said, 
“but all of our lookouts have 
been with us for 10 to 20 years 
and are not given to ‘seeing 
tilings’.” 

Several years ago, anew look¬ 
out was being built on the western 
end of Toppenish Ridge, within 
view of, but 10 to 15 miles from, 
three lookouts. Each noticed, 
without telling the others, twoor 
three orange-colored balls ap- ‘ 
proach the new lookout site 
after construction crews had 
left toward evening. 

After dropping to just above 
the ground and circling, as if 
to inspect progress, the balls 
moved off across the hills and 
disappeared, the lookouts re¬ 
ported. 

A year ago, fairly late one 
summer evening, one of the 
lookouts observed a bright white 
light about 10 miles to the south. 
When she stepped outside the 
cabin,' she could tell that the 
light was not on the ground and 
yet was below the ridgetops. 

As she watched, an orange- 
colored object approached from 
the direction of the white light, 
passed between her and the 
cabin at about waist height and 
circled the cabin, then continued 
back towards the bright light. 
She described the object as "a 
glowing, fluorescent orange, 
about the sizeofabasketball and 
made no sound.” 

This last summer, another 
lookout not only saw a round, 
bright white object near her 
cabin, but, after turning to get 
her binoculars, discovered the 
object no longer visible and 
heard a noise completely filling 
the night air. Not unusually loud, 
the sound resembled that made 
by the last water going down the 


drain in a bathtub. There was no 
wind that night. 

Another saw two small 
brightly-lighted objects ap-, 
proach and be absorbed by a 
larger bright, white object, then 
move off slowly and disappear 
behind the hills. 

All of these sightings were 
made without the knowledge of 
the other lookouts, Vogel re¬ 
ported. It was only after he 
began to tell his story and show 
his pictures that the eerie tales 
came out. 

This week, Vogel heard from 

Dr. J. Allen Ilynek of the De¬ 
partment of Astronomy at 
Northwestern University in 
Evanston, Illinois. HeWrotethat 
he wanted to talk with those who 
have seen the objects after ex¬ 
amining Vogel’s picutres of his 
sightings. 

One of the nation's leading 
experts on unidentified flying 
objects (UFOs), Ilynek will be 
in the stattHIT-ApFil.

MOUNT AIRY - A recent 
worldwide surge of UFO 
(unidentified flying object) 
sightings is expected to come 
to a peak this month, a UFO 
researcher nere said 

yesterday. 

George D. Fawcett of 607 N. 
Main Street said sightings are 
now being reported at the 
highest rate since the fall of 
1967 — a worldwide average 
of six an hour — and De¬ 
cember is traditionally the 
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month of heaviest sightings. 

Fawcett, who has been 
collecting and analyzing UFO 
sightings for 25 years, said. 
“It’s amazing the number of 
landings and reports of oc¬ 
cupants (in the UFOs) that 
have come to my attention in 
the last 18 months.” 

Fawcett said recent 
sightings have been reported 
most frequently in Australia 
and New Zealand overseas 
and in Kansas and Ohio in the 
United States. He said the 
quality of sightings, in terms 


of documentation and ver¬ 
ification by more than one 
source, has been ‘‘much 
better than a year ago.” 

“People are being ex¬ 
tremely careful about 
reporting,’’ he said, 
“primarily because of a fear 
of ridicule. But I think the 
climate of opinion has 
improved during the past 
year and interest is growing, 
among adults as well as 
young people.” 

Fawcett estimated that only 
about 10 per cent of the actual 


UFO sightings are reported, 
partly because of fear of bad 
publicity and partly because 
people generally do not know 
where to report them. 

In an effort to correct the 
latter problem, Fawcett said 
the Midwest UFO Network 
based in Quincy, Ill., is ex¬ 
panding its reporting network 
and recently named him a 
district representative, respon¬ 
sible for reporting sightings in 
Forsyth and Surrv counties. 

Fawcett said he would 
welcome reports of both old 


and new.sightings and would 
call them to the attention of 
the Midwest group and about 
12 other UFO study groups. 
He said names will be kept 
confidential if requested. 

Fawcett said about 25 per 
cent of the sightings 
investigated by the Air 
Force’s Project Blue Book, 
which closed down a few 
years ago, were never ex¬ 
plained to the satisfaction of 
UFO watchers. 

Fawcett reported two 
sightings in North Cardin. 


this year. The most recent 
was on Aug. 19 in Salisbury, 
in which abusinessman 
reported seeing colored UFOs 
in the sky and said an object 
giving off a “beeping sound" 
left a circle of burned grass 
in his front yard. 

Fawcett said some material 
said to have been left by the 
object was sent to the Na¬ 
tion a 1 Investigation Com- 
mitteee on Aerial Phe¬ 
nomenon in Washington for 
study. 

He said the other sighting 


was reported in March by a 
Mount Airy man who had 
been “laughing behind my 
back for the last 2'. years.” 
He said the man and his_ son 
said a UFO the size of an 
automobile, with multicolored 
lights, windows am a bubble 
top, followed their car while 
they were driving from 
Lowgap to Mount Airy. 

Fawcett said be is now 
working on a magi zine article j 
on UFOs and hopes to start j 
work soon on a book based on ! 
the sightings he has 4

I WAS pretty open- 
minded about UFOs 



until yesterday . . . 

Now? Well' I've Joined 
the ranks of thousands who 
accept the fact that their 
eyes have seen.soinething 
inexplicable. 

I was probably happier 
before I saw what I did — 
along with quite a few 
others — because the nag¬ 
ging question persists: 
"What were they?’’ 

It all started at 11.15 pm 
Tuesday. December 7, 1971. 

Everybody was safely in 
bed arid I had just settled 
down with a good book 
When the phone rang 
' “I’ve Just seen a UFO,” 
said my breathless friend 
Mr A. de Bias, of Lachlan. 

I just took time to say 
| I was on my way, shouted 
for my two teenage sons. 
David and Gregory, and 
within two minutes we 
were hurtling to Lach¬ 
lan. 

Saw lights 

About one mile from Mr 
de Bias' house Gregory 
made the first sighting. We 
stopped in lake a good look. 

We saw two red-orange 
circular lights with a third 
light to their left, with a 
general Imprrssinti that “It’’ 
was elliptical in shape. 

Our line of sight, was 
roughly south to north. 

The object, which ap¬ 
peared lower than the light 
planes which frequent the 
area In daytime, Just hov¬ 
ered. 


Sitting on the highway 
and using the top of a guide 
post, and a tree, to provide 
a rough bearing, I saw the 
object rise, and start mov¬ 
ing north. 

Then, moving east to 
west, we saw a bright 
light which maintained a 
straight course. then 
stopped and pulsed with a 
more intense light, three 
times, before it moved on 
and out of sight behind 
some hills. 

No aircraft 

At this stage the control 
tower at Hobart Airport 
was contacted but had no¬ 
thing to report. 

There was no aircraft in 
the area, but it was a pity 
there was no radar on 
which the objects might 
have been picked up. 

We went to Mr de Bias’ 
house and commenced a 
watch with the de Bias 
family until 3 am. 

It was then I heard Mr 
de Bias’ story. 

He had been in his hop- 
field at 10.50 pm tending 
to Irrigation. 

lie was driving his trac¬ 
tor when he looked up and 
saw what appeared to be, a 
light plane or a helicopter 
— “It seemed to have a 
plastic dome’’ — about to 
crash-land on the next 
door property. 

He raced home to tele¬ 


phone for help then notic¬ 
ed the object rise, and 
head north. 

(I should point out here, 
Mr de Bias is a former 
Army lieutenant and uni¬ 
versity trained. He does not 
imagine things). 

lie then told us that he 
had signalled the white ob¬ 
ject with a powerful torch 
and received three answer¬ 
ing pulses of light. 

We compared times and 
the pulses he claimed to 
have received checked out 
accurately with the light 
we had seen pulsing. 

His wife verified his 
story, and so did the child¬ 
ren. 

The object disappeared 
into the northern sky at 
12.30 am, but five minutes 
later, was visible as a faint 
light. 

By 12.45 am the red- 
orangc object was strong 
in the sky again. The 
amount of light it gave off 
illuminated clouds above 
and to ihe back of it. 

It was a magnificent 
spectacle, hovering in the 
same place. 

1.5 am: A pale orange-red 
light came in from the cast 
and moved to a position at 
the side of the major light.. 
1.7 am: Both objects as¬ 
sumed the same high bril¬ 
liance. bill one was still 
bigger than the other. 

1.15 am: noth objects ap¬ 
pro red to be the same size. 
1.32 am: The object which 
had come in from the east 
moved closer and then 


there was just one major 
light. The iight intensified 
and then started to fade. 

Ten minutes later the 
object came in a souther¬ 
ly direction, and using tire 
house as a line of sight. it ! 
was seen to rise and fall. 

It adopted a south to 
north to south beat, and j 
was still shining strongly ! 
at 3 am. when we decided 
to call it a night, mainly 
because my eldest son waSj 
due to sit for a matricula- , 
tion examination yesterday 1) 
morning. 

Yesterday every possible^ 
avenue of inquiry was pur- ] 
sued to find a natural or 
logical explanation. There 
was none. 

The night was fine and 
without wind. There were I 
no busli fires, no balloons 
gone astray, no nothing. 

And I learnt quite a 
few people bad made 
similar sightings.

Australia

the hunt 
for UFO 

THE SIGHTING of Unidentified Plying 
Objects, it seems, is not Just the pre¬ 
serve of cranks and believers. Just.now 
anyone can have a good fright 
watchihg aerial phenomena 100 miles 
north of Adelaide and in parts of 
western Victoria. 

Tills is where the latest reports are 
coming from according to the adminis¬ 
trator of the Aerial Phenomena Re¬ 
search Group in Adelaide, Mr Keith 
Bnslcrfield. lfc will be going to Victo¬ 
ria to have a look. 

“But nowadays we are much more 
scientific in our approach and equip¬ 
ping ourselves with infra red detectors, 
detraction gratings, which break up 
light, and,, of course, Infra-red photo¬ 
graphy,” ho says. 

"What we are after Is basic record¬ 
ings on Instruments to describe what is 
living repotted Instead of having to 
rely on witnesses’ descriptions.” 

Ufology as a serious pursuit goes 
back tp 1952 in Australia when the 
first nd hoc body was formed in New 
South Wales. Now there are some 2000 
followers throughout Australia formed 
in groups in all capitals and in the 
country and after nearly 20 years of 
being regarded as rank amateurs the 
movement has recently enjoyed the 
sponsorship of the South Australian di¬ 
vision of the Australian and New Zea¬ 
land Association for the Advancement 
of Science. 

Anzaas staged a symposium on 
ufology at the University of Adelaide 
as a matter of public interest this 
week. To everyone's surpfise about 500 
people turned up.

He said: “Les picked up 
a piece of slag near Willi 
Willi about 12 months ago. 

“It was in open country 
and hot when he found it. 
Other rocks within a foot 
of it were also hot even 
though It. was early on a 
winter's morning. 

"The slag could not 
have fallen from a truck 
and no flying apparatus 
uses this type of material 
so there Is no good ex¬ 
planation for it being 
there. 

"Chemists in the uni¬ 
versity laboratory sug¬ 
gested that there are 
types of material that did 
heat up when wet, but 
this experiment was tried 
without success. 

“We can only presume 
that the rock was hot 
wticn it landed. 

"It is very heterogene¬ 
ous type of rock — tan- 
coloured with horizorftal 
black streaks of porous 
material. In fact, the 
whole piece is very porous 
and light — tQo light and 
too porous to be a meteor¬ 
ite." 

Mr. Wilkes said the rock 
had been cut in the 
chemistry department of 
the University of Sydney 
and a deeper analysis of 
its composition was now 
in progress.

A 
scientific rocket had been 
fired from Benbecula, in 
the Hebrides, but was 
hardly likely to have been 
seen as far south as some 
of the sightings. 

The Royal Observatory at 
Hurstmonceaux (Sussex) 
said that the most likely 
causes were a fireball — a 


meteorite burning up on 
entry to the earth’s at- 
mopshere — or a satellite 
re-entering the atmos¬ 
phere. 

A report from V."eybridge 
(Surrey) had said that 
the- object moved' across 
the sky . with flames 
coming from it. 

' Said the spokesman: “This 
would rule out the theory 
of a noctiiucem cloud.
